‘than retard, industrial progress. Japan’s 


intention to consolidate the foreign. debt 
with a view to reducing the annual interest 
is, of course, temporarily

The result upon trade and 
finance in Japan, after the receipt of the 
Chinese indemnity, was “by no means 
healthy.” It encouraged wild speculation,

is not “based, as. ote might hastily 
conclude, on the erroneous assump- 
tion that the Chinese indemnity payment 
flooded Japan with a surplus currency. 
It was the news, the credit, of the indem- 
nity, that inspired the reckless enterprises 
of 1895-6. In our c>ntemporary’s words.: 
“The knowledge that Japan had brought 
@ successful war to a conclusion .by impos- 
ing an indemnity on the defeated country, 
combined with the elation which a success- 
ful war produces, undoubtedly did much 
to encourage reckless trading, so that a 
year or two after the war Japan ha‘l to 
undergo a financial crisis such as invariably 


follows over-production and speculation.”

Trmoray Riciarp, who introduces 
to us the Yellow Peril as a widespread and 
well organised Asiatic conspiracy against 
the| White Peril. “The people of Asia are 
sick of the White Peril. The arrogance of 
Buropeans has become inbearable to them. 
China feels this more keenly than the other 
Asiatic nations, The Boxer rising was but 
un expression of that feeling.” Can candour 
further go? We now learn from a mission- 
ary that the Boxer rising was entirely due 
to the unbeatable arrogance of the Euro- 
peans against whom it was directed. It 
was chiefly directed, it may Le remembered, 
at the colleagues and confréres of the 
reverend deponent, Was it that the Boxers 


_- even then had learned all thit their teachers 


had to teach? This combination of Asiatic 
peoples, though: whuto“that? Dr, RicHarp 
ays it is an Asiatic League, already teu 
years old. “Statesmen from Siam, India, 
and Persia, as well as fr»m-China, are 
influenced by the League, and visit Japan 
solely in connection with its objects. These 
are to resist the Weat with its own weapons, 
but with an Army far superior in numbers.’’ 
This is distinctly thrilling. It is, moreover, 
definite. For-ten years; just the period that 
our new Alliance is to ron, Japan has been 
helding meetirigs of the conspirators who 
are to apply tothe arrogant West the 
teachings of its own teachers. That Anglo- 
Japan Treaty may stave off the evil day 
for ten years; but even if it do not, there 
isa grain of comfort to be found in Dr. 
Ricuazy’s own testimony. All Asia is not 
so firmly knitted together as those 
mysterious asgemblies in Japan would seem 
to indicate. Ohina herself is the traitor in 
the camp. Although she feels European 
arrogance more than the other Asiatica do 
we read that ‘China does not intend to lie 
at the mercy gf Japan. It isa mistake to 
suppose that Japan is going to do what she 
likes with China.” Much is here implied. 
There isa suggestion of Japanese arrogance 
and _possible @neroachment; and that the 
arsepals that; China is storing, and the 
troops she is training (with Japanese 
officers, by-the-way) are not aimed solely 
toussist inthe Asiatic League’s grand kick 
atthe White Peril. There is—and this, 


as Dr, Riceazp knows, is no new thing in 


China—an ‘arritre-pensée, a determination 
to reserye onz-cartridge for her friend 
Japan, if necessary. That sort of thing is 
sufficient to "satisfy most men that the 
Yellow Peril is not so yellow as it has been 
painted; and it satisfies us that, as we 
suggested in opening, the Rev. Trwotur 
RicHaRD was unwise to put dates to his 
prophecies.

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BAD CHINESE IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
[a ae REE SEEPS! 
(Daily Press 6th October.) 

News of an unpleasant. character -with 
respect to the Chinese immigrants into 
South Africa has of late come to hand. 
It appears that there have been more 
then one attack upon isolated . country 
homesteads in the Transvaal, made by 
- bands of Chinese desperadoes, who have 
contrived to escape from the compounds in 
which they are supposed to be ‘confined ; 
and that in some instances they have per- 
petrated not only robberies but also 
murders. The matter has naturally 
exercised the authorities in the Transvaal 
considerably and no efforts had teen 
spared to bring the perpetrators of the 
outrages to justice. The event is certainly 
very unexpected ; and it forms a warning of 
the care that is required in dealing with 
Chinese even in the most ordinary’ way, 
when there is any opportunity of combined 
action on their part. The matter, as might 
be expected, has been seized upon by those 
who have all alonz been opposed to Chinese 
immigration to denounce the system ns a 
whole, and to point once more to the 
iniquity of introducing the Asiatic labourer 
into the South African mines, These 
denunciations, it is needless to sar, go fur 
beyond what is really warranted by the 
occurrences ; but, at the same time, it is 
impossible to ignore that the incidents 
draw attention, in a painful way, to a some- 
what serious aspect of the matter which 
has, not altogether unnaturally, been over- 
looked, The idea of there beiig any serious 
danger of attacks of this kind by Chinese 
upon Euroy-eansin a country governed by 
the latter might fairly be considered by 
those acquainted with Chinese habits and 
instincts as an unlikely contingency. The 
Chinese as a rule have a wholesome fear 
of coming within the reach of justice, 
aud in any places where Europeans are 
in the ascendant, they ‘are as a rule, 
little inclined to resort to violence 
against the foreigner. In the interior, 
where the Chinese are in overwhelming 
majority and where they have every hope 
that their authorities will be slow to 

unish them for attacking possibly some 
isolated mission station or some unpro- 
tected traveller, they are inclined to violence 
often, as we kuow by painful experience of 
a serious character. This is, of course, easily 
understoud ; but it is something new to find 
auch action resorted to in a Colony under 
the British Government. <A consideration, 
however, of the nature of the country. will 
to. some extent explain how sach an idea 
may have entered the heads of some of the 
immigrants in the Transvaal. Up to the 
present day the farms in that country are 
seprrated by wide distances, many of them, 
cateed) being almost isolated, so that in the 
event of any attack made by-numbers, it is 
impossible to obtain any effective assistance. 
This fact would be easily discovered by any 
rascals who might form part of the im- 
migrants ; and it would not take them long 
to perveive that the conditions of the 
country afforded ,marauders just the 
opportunity that the Chinese so much like, 
that of joining together to attack a few 
defenceless individuals far inferior in num. 
bers. Some of the poorer small Dutch 
homesteads are, if taken unawares, entirely 
at the mercy of any attacking band, and 
the temptation seams to have been too much 
for some of the men who had got away

* question arises how it was that these men 
were able to absent themselves without 
being discovered.

in all such cases of shutting. the stable 
decor after the horses: have been stolen, 
rigid investigation was made after the 
attacks upon the farmers as .to the 
whereabouts of the. Chinese supposed 
to be on the mines. The result.of the 
enquiries was certainly not reassuring, it 
being found that some hundreds were 
migsing. Why the precaution of: duly 
‘calling the rolla” was not resorted to 
before, it ie difficult to surmise. It is use- 
less to regret that-so obvious a precaution . 
was not taken; but at least it may be :con- 
aidered certain that it will not be overlooked 
ni the future; and it may be hoped that 
this, combined with more vigilance, and 
also with the probable capture and punish- 
ment of the miscreants, may prove sufficient 
to put an end to the danger, which certainly 
appeared at first sight to be alarming. The 
number of men who have contrived to get 
away from the compounds seams to point 
to the fact that there must have hea 
many rascals who have joined with the 
bona fide labourers with the distiuct object 
of getting free of restraint at the first 
opportunity and entering upon a career of 
robbery and violence. No doubt these 
geniuses put their heads together on board 
tbe ships which brought them from China: 
and were thus able to combine at an early 
date after their arrival to carry out their 
sehemes. Fortunately there are persons 
upon the spot well acquainted with Chinese 
ways, at ‘the head of whom is Mr. 
Jamizson, formerly of the Consular Service 
in China; and no doubt jit will be found 
possible to devise means which will check 
attempts of this nature in the future; the 
ehief of which, of course, will be ascertain- 
ing, by careful enquiry, who among the im- 
migrants may be regarded as suspicious or 
dangerous characters. Meantime there is 
increasing vigilance both in the mines and 
auiong the police which, it is to be hoped, 
will have the effect of making further out- 
rages of this nature sufficiently hazardous 
to put an énd to their being attempted.

ve given rise to more than the usual myths, 

he famous. dragon whose privilege it has been 
to give an ocvasional shock to the earth's 
crust is not held responsible for the 
recent scare in Macuo and elsewhere. Some 
Chinese attribute the last shocks to the 
water-dragor of Canton whose anger has been 
raised by the reclamation works. Coolies are 
dumping deily boat-loads of sand and stone on 
the poor dragon’s back, and the beast natu ally 
feels hurt, 

It ap ars, however, that the real causes of 
the eurthquakes were the Macxo Crabs! Hera 
is the story: Close by the hot-springs in the 
neighbourhood of Macao standsa small village 
wherein lives an old womin who has the 
misfortune to be them t'er of an unworthy 
young man whoss sole ocoupation is fishing, 
A few days previous to the first ea thquake 
shock experienced iu Marao the yoong man 
returned home with a couple of crabs and a few 
small fish. ‘Nothing extraordinary was noticed 
at first, but when the crabs h-d been boiled 
one of them presented a peculiar appearance, as 
on the red background of its shell stood in bsld 
relief a desigo in white which resembled a 
Chinese character. Neighbours were call:d and 
the wise man of the village soon explained that 
it was the King of the Crabs that had found 
its way into the old woman's kettle. The 
village prophet therenpon predicted that some 
great ealamity would visit the unfortunate 
village. Meanwhile the crabs of Macao and 
neighbourhood having learnt tho fate of their 
King, assembled in great numbers, filling-up 
every available hole, and started to shake the 
earth. ‘Thus was their displeasure at the death 
of the King Crab clearly shown ! 

REMOVAL OF YAMEN PAPERS AND TREASURE,

; JAPANESE IN KWANGTUNG, 

Whereas two or three years ago but a few 
Japanese were to be found in this province 
there has since been a steady increase in their 
number. It was natural to expect that this 
rich soathern emporium of China would sooner 
or later become-a centre of Japaness activity. 
Signs are not wantiaog either, that the islanders 
have not been idle of late. Tho military colleges 
are entirely under Japanese mauagement; over 
20 instructors, all picked officers from the 
Japanese army. have been engaged within the 
last twelve months and are fast reorganising 
the southern army. The naval college at 
Whangpoa is also under Japanese supervision 
and a staff of Japanese teachers are instructing 
the numerous scholars who attend that institu- 
tion. The'telephone exchange is in Japanese 
hands, and a Japanese adviser was attached for 


The war between Russia and Japan and the 
prestige pained by the victorious Japan has 
given an impetus to trade and created a demand 
for Japanese articles hitherto usknowu on the 
market, The adoption of a semi-foreign uni- 
- form by the military cadets has oreated a 
demand for caps (made in Japan of courses) and 
a new word hag been added thereby to the 
Chinese ,vocabulary, the word Ki-pu. Lads 
and men who have vo conuection whatever 
with the military institutions are to be seen in

At the Magistracy cn the 8rd Qotober-Mr. 
F. A. Hazeland resumed the inqniry into the 
circumstances of the recent fire in Des Voenr . 
Road when the Cheong Lee furniture store 
was practically destroyed. Mr. H. W. Looker, 
attended in the interests of the Fire Insurance | 
Companies, ard Mr. R| A. Harding watched . 
the proceedings on behalf of the owner of the 
premise: | ‘ 
The manager of the Cheong Lee furniture 
shop was the next witness called. He stated 
he had no idea what ciused the fire. The pre- 
mises were well stocked. 
Under examination by Mr. Looker—He kept . 
the sales book but the other books were kept : 
by the firm.’ The accountant kept some, but he — 
did not where he was. Witness subsequently 
admitted that he kuew where the accountant was. 
Witness was subjected to a se :rching -examina- 
tion as to the method of keeping accounts which 
obtained in the firm, and was questioned as to 
his estimates of the goods destroyed by the fire, 
Although ten to twenty fokis usually slept on 
the premises, only the master and hiinself slept 
on the premises the night before the fire. Mos 
of the fokis had fled through fear of the plague 
or had succumbed to that diseasx, He had not 
asharein the business and when he went 
to increa‘e the insurance by $5,000 a month 
ago he did not tell the representative of the 
Insurance Company that he had a share ia the 
business or that he was the master. At this 
stage an objection was taken to communication 
passing between Mr. Harding and a witness 
outside. :

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| CHINESE PHYSICIANS NOT 
WITHOUT SKILL. 


A German medical periodical, the Suddeut. 
scher Apotheker Zeitung, recently published an 
interesting article on Chinese doctors and 
their methods. The Chinese physician, the 
writer remarks, is not always a quack, although 
he is generally so regarded in the Western 
world. ‘There are many practitioners of 
medicine in China. who are expert in the treat- 
ment of disease. They have become s0 by study 
of rage-tradition,-by close observation, and by 
practice, ratheythan by what we should call 
profession ining. The article, as translated 
by'the Interary Digest, proceeds as follows :— 
“ Ty China anybody can pley the physician. 
© examination is necessary. As a general 


- thing, doctora are men or education who have

tion (a tremendously complicated affair; a test 
rather of memory than of knowledge). . As 
educated mon, in China, they are supposed to 
know all things, and be able to do anything and 
everything, even to healing the sick. If they 
are in earnest, they will study fora while under 
some aged and famous teacher, and spend a 
little while in diving deeper into knowledge, 
and if they wish to become pharmacists as well 
as physicians, which is generally the case, they 
learo how to make pills, etc. Many of these 
impromptu sons of Atsoulapius study bnt'a 
few special diseases. . 

“Chinese medical literature embraces a host 
of books, many of which contain much matter 
several thousand yearge old (according to the 
Chinese chronology). Aecording to these the 
heart is situated where we place the stomach, 
and the gall-bladder in the corebeilum: a man 
has 12 ribs, while a woman hag 14 of them: a 


man’ skull consists of eight, and a woman's of | 


but six pieces, The skeleton contains 22°. im. 
portant and 56 unimportant parts. 

“In early times thore must have been in China 
(as there were in ancient Egypt) special medical 
schools, but these no longer exist. At the 
present time every village has its physician and 
apothecary shop. In evory district there is 
a physician pe by the Government, but 
without any salary attached... His duties are to 
determine the nature of wounds -inflicted in 
breaches of the law, death therefrom, when it 
oceurs, and its nature —a profitable calling to be. 
sure? He must make reports, count thd wounds 
and measure their dimensions, record them, and 
finally determine which; if any, caused death, 
or whether the subject died from natural 
causes. The party, who gives him the largest 
honorarium, will of course, fare in ordinary 
Beside these 
district surgeons, there is in Peking a court 
that has jurisdiction over questions arising as 
to the qualifications of physicians, and the rules 
governing these are obeyed throughout the 
empire. The members of this court are 
physieians to the imperial court.” 

Chinese pnysicians of much repute, we are 
told, never visit on foot, but must be carried to 
the patient on a horse, or mule, in a carriage. 
At the patient's residence, the doctor first rests 
a while, and in the meantime is served-with 
liquors and confectionery, and often with a 
formal meal. . He usually collects no fee, but 
receives a percentage of the fees of the apothe- 
cary if he does not himself have an apothecary’s 
shop. In all cases of cure. however, he 
is rewarded with rich presents, whose value 
depends on the rapidity and completeness of 
the relief. To quote further. — 

“ Apothecary shops exist in every village of 
any. size. Prescriptions always. consist of 
several drugs, as many as twenty. ingredients 
being frequently the case. They are .put up in 
pill e, or are given in their natural 
condition, and boiled together.-by relatives. 
This mess, usually of very bitter taste (and

FOREIGNERS IN CHINESE ° 
DRESS. 


In a leading article, the Tientsin Times refers 


| to.“ the extreme undesirability of foreigners or 


naturalished Chinese posing as Chinese.” Our 
contemporary says:—That Chinese dress is 
of great assistance to missionaries in the far 
interior besides being cheaper and more con- 
venient, has been well proved, though there are 
missionaries in all parts of China who get on 
very well in their own national costume. But 
in adopting the dress for utilitarian pur- 
poses the line should, we think. be drawn 
at the queue, as not only is a_ peculiar 
significance altached to this head-dress which 
is absolutely at variance with the mission- 
aries’ life and policy, but it lends colour 
to the argument of possible mistakes in casa- of 
tronble. With short hair the missionary or the 
Chinese who is a foreign subject would be safe 
from identification with Chinese. In a few 
years time the queue will perhaps be dia- 
appearing, when some other distinction can be 
devised ; but for the present it would serve, and 


British subjects whether missionary or other- | 
‘wise have no right, to our thinking, t> wear the 


badge of slavery and allegiance to the Chinese 
Throne when they are under the protection 
of, and in time of trouble turn to the pro- 
tection of their own Government. We know 
that in the case of missionaries the queue 
is regarded simply as a detail of the whole 
dress, and is donned to avoid conspicuousness ; 
but times are changing in China and so long as 
the Chiuese officials remain as ignorant as they 


‘are at present. it seems desirable to, as far as 


possible, limit the channels through which com- 
plications may arise bye every means in our 
power. Foreigners of all nationalities, and 
conspicuously Japanese, are beginning to throng 
into the interior, all wearning the national 
dress, and all speaking the language with more 
or less fluency, yet all able at a moment’s 
notice to- repudiate their . responsibility to 
any Chinese oficial and claim the protec. 
tion of their own authorities. Many of these 
men ara of unscrupulous character and 
are not in the interior for any worthy object, 
.and it is no longer 4 matter of only the mis- 
sionary traveller, so we should not be surprised 
to find-the missionaries themselves viewing the 
‘situation somewhat in the light that we have 
done, and arriving at the decision that a dis- 
tinctivre mark of some kind is due both to the 
Chinese and to themselves.
